I  HAVE  THE  HONOUR  TO  PRESENT  THE  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1965. 

Mr.  G.H.  Fyfe,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  has 

PREPARED  HIS  REPORT  ON  THE  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Certain  items  stand  out  for  particular  comment*. 


ST AT  I  ST  I CS . 

During  1965  there  were  68  more  births  and  34  more  deaths 
THAN  IN  1964.  180  OF  THE  377  DEATHS  WERE  OF  PERSONS  AGED  75  AND  OVER. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  majority  of  the  notifications  were  of  measles,  half  of 

WHICH  WERE  RECEIVED  DURING  THE  FIRST  QUARTER  OF  THE  YEAR.  THE 
NOTIFICATIONS  OF  FOOD  POISONING  REFERRED  TO  INDIVIDUAL 
CASES  AND  NOT  TO  OUTBREAKS.  THERE  WAS  SUGGESTIVE  EVIDENCE  THAT 
INFECTION  WAS  ACQUIRED  OUTSIDE  THE  DISTRICT  IN  THESE  CASES. 

An  outbreak  of  ear  infections  occurred  in  one  School. 

The  source  was  eventually  traced  to  one  child  who  had  a  chronic  nasal 

DISCHARGE.  THE  OUTBREAK  SUBSIDED  AFTER  THE  CHILD  HAD  BEEN  EXCLUDED 

from  School  and  treatment  had  been  arranged. 

There  was  a  small  outbreak  of  gastro-enter i t i s  due  to  a 

KNOWN  MICRO-ORGANISM  AND  IT  WAS  FELT  THAT  THIS  OUTBREAK  WAS  BROUGHT 
INTO  THE  DISTRICT  BY  A  D AY  NURSERY  NURSE  WHO  HAD  BECOME  INFECTED  IN 

the  Nursery.  This  outbreak  involved  the  staff  in  a  considerable 

NUMBER  OF  VISITS  FOR  THE  COLLECTION  OF  LABORATORY  SPECIMENS. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  and  there  was  a 
decrease  in  the  number  of  new  notifications  by  1 .  .Included  jn  the  new 

NOTIFICATIONS  WAS  ONE  OF  TUBERCULOUS  MENINGITIS. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Progress  was  made  towards  the  provision  of  piped  water 

SUPPLIES  TO  PROPERTIES  IN  THE  AREAS;  COPT  OAK,  0SBASTON  LOUNT, 

and  Bull  in  the  Oak.  Interruptions  of  supply  again  occurred  in 

THE  GOPSALL  AREA  AND  THERE  WAS  THE  NEED  TO  LAY  A  NEW  LENGTH  OF 
MAIN  IN  IBSTOCK  WHERE  SUBSIDENCE  HAD  BEEN  SEVERE. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  opinion  has  frequently  been  expressed  that  the 
Council  intend  to  sewer  all  of  the  district  which  can  be  sewered 

BUT  THERE  IS,  OF  NECESSITY,  AN  ORDER  OF  PRIORITIES.  In  THIS 
RESPECT  A  PATTERN  OF  PROGRESS  IS  EMERGING  IN  THAT  NEW  PROJECTS 
ARE  GROUPING  THEMSELVES  INTO  THREE  CATEGORIES: 

1.  New  projects  (i.e.  Peckleton  &  K I rkby  Mallory) 

2.  Enlargements  of  existing  Works  (e.g.  Newbold  Verdon) 

3.  Smaller  Schemes  in  areas  which  have  been  looked  upon 

AS  OF  LOW  PRIORITY  IN  THE  PAST  BECAUSE  THEY  HAVE  BEEN 
OVERSHADOWED  BY  THE  BIGGER  SCHEMES  (E.G.  ORTON,  SlBSON). 

The  Public  Health  Committee  are  all  the  time  confronted 

WITH  VERY  DIFFICULT  DECISIONS  IN  THESE  MATTERS.  FROM  MY  EXPERIENCE 
OF  ATTENDING  AT  THE  DISCUSSIONS  ARISING  FROM  THESE  BIG  PROBLEMS 
I  WOULD  VENTURE  TO  MAKE  TWO  SUGGEST  I ONS;  - 

(A)  THAT  NEW  WORKS  BE  MADE  SUFFICIENTLY  LARGE  AS  TO  BE  QUITE 
ADEQUATE  FOR  BOTH  EXISTING  NEEDS  AND  FUTURE  DEVELOPMENTAL  NEEDS 
FOR  SOME  TIME,  AND  (b)  EVERY  EFFORT  BE  MADE  TO  ENSURE  THAT  MAXIMUM 
USE  BE  OBTAINED  FROM  EXISTING  WORKS  BY  EXPLOITING  ALL  POSSIBLE 
MEANS  OF  IMPROVING  EFFLUENTS. 

NU I SANCES . 


A  NUMBER  OF  MAJOR  NUISANCES  ENCOUNTERED  DURING  THE  YEAR 
REQUIRE  SPECIAL  MENTION.  PRE-EMINENT  AMONGST  THESE  IS  THAT  OF 
DUST  EMISSION  FROM  BRADGATE  O.UARRY.  ACTION  UNDER  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

Act  in  this  connection  was  DETERMINED  by  the  question  as  to  whether 

OR  NOT  THE  FIRM  WAS  TAKING  ALL  REASONABLE  AND  PRACTICAL  MEANS  TO 
MINIMISE  THE  NUISANCE.  THE  FIRM  ITSELF  EMPLOYED  A  FIRM  OF 

Consultants  of  repute  and  carried  out  its  recommendations.  In  order 

TO  ENSURE  THAT  [T  WAS  SUFFICIENTLY  WELL  ADVISED,  THE  COUNCIL  ALSO 
AGREED  TO  EMPLOY  A  CONSULTANT  ON  ITS  BEHALF. 

Other  nuisances  requiring  attention  from  time  to  time 

INCLUDED  SMOKE  FROM  A  BRICKWORKS,  FUMES  FROM  COLLIERY  SPOIL  BANKS 
AND  NOISE  FROM  A  CONCRETE  WORKS  WHICH  ADJOINED  A  ROW  OF  COUNCIL 
HOUSES. 

It  was  pleasing  to  note  that  fumes  from  a  pipe  glazing 

WORKS  HAD  BEEN  CONSIDERABLY  REDUCED  OVER  RECENT  YEARS. 

FOOD  HYGIENE. 

At  the  request  of  the  respective  Hospital  Management 
Committees,  inspections  were  made  of  food  hygiene  arrangements 
in  three  Hospitals  and  reports  were  made  to  the  appropriate 
Committees. 

At  one  School  it  was  found  that  fresh  meat  and  fish  were 

BEING  LEFT  IN  AN  EXPOSED  CONDITION.  THE  SCHOOL  MEALS  SERVICE  WAS 
INFORMED  OF  THE  RELEVANT  SECTION  OF  THE  FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS. 

When  a  family  Doctor  drew  attention  to  cases  of  hydatid 

DISEASE  IN  FAMILIES  WHERE  SEVERAL  DOGS  HAD  BEEN  KEPT  IN  CLOSE 
ASSOCIATION  WITH  THE  DOMESTIC  ARRANGEMENTS  THE  OPPORTUNITY  WAS 
TAKEN  TO  CIRCULATE  PROPAGANDA  THROUGHOUT  THE  DISTRICT  DRAWING 
ATTENTION  TO  THE  NEED  FOR  GREATER  CARE  IN  FOOD  HYGIENE,  PARTICULARLY 
WHEN  DOGS  WERE  BECOMING  OVER-DOMESTICATED.

APPLICATIONS.  IT  WAS  THE  POLICY  TO  INVESTIGATE  EACH  REQUEST 
INDIVIDUALLY  AND  TO  REPORT  IN  CONJUNCTION  WITH  THE  HOUSING 

Officer  to  the  Committee.  There  was  a  noticeable  increase  in  the 

NUMBER  OF  SUCH  CASES  IN  I BSTOCK. 

HOUSING  OF  ELDERLY  PERSONS. 

A  REPORT  WAS  SUBMITTED  TO  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  COMMITTEE 
ON  ’’HYPOTHERM I  A  IN  THE  ELDERLY".  CERTAIN  POINTS  EMERGED  AS  WORTHY 
OF  FURTHER  CONSIDERATION: 

1.  The  possibility  of  double  glazing  of  windows. 

2.  The  positioning  of  power  points  in  bedrooms 

AT  PLACES  OF  EASIEST  AND  SAFEST  ACCESS. 

3.  Roof  insulation  and  the  use  of  draught  excluders. 

In  this  context  of  suitability  of  accommodation  for 

ELDERLY  PERSONS  -  AlSURVEY  WAS  MADE  OF  SOME  OF  THE  OLDER  PROPERTIES 

in  one  Parish  -  Groby,  to  ascertain  needs  of  special  housing. 

The  need  for  additional  new  accommodation  such  as  bungalows  for 

ELDERLY  PERSONS  WAS  DEMONSTRATED. 

I BSTOCK  DIABETIC  SURVEY. 

An  attempt  was  made  by  Dr.  Joan  Walker,  the  Consultant 
at  Leicester  Royal  Infirmary,  to  follow  up  locally  a  number  of 

BORDERLINE  CASES  WHICH  AROSE  FROM  THE  LAST  SURVEY.  WITH  SOME  HELP 

from  this  Council  a  number  of  follow  up  clinic  sessions  were 

ARRANGED  IN  THE  CHURCH  HaLL. 

CONCLUSIONS. 

These  comments  are  not  intended  to  cover  every  public 

HEALTH  ACTIVITY  DURING  THE  YEAR  BUT  RATHER  TO  SINGLE  OUT  SOME 
OF  THE  MOREOUTSTAND I NG  ITEMS. 

The  main  requirement  of  the  Public  Health  Department  is 

TO  BE  ABLE  TO  DEAL  WITH  ALL  STATUTORY  DUTIES  AND  ALSO  TO  BE  ABLE  TO 

anticipate  many  problems  before  they  become  serious.  For  this 

PURPOSE  IT  MAY  BE  NECESSARY  FROM  TIME  TO  TIME  TO  CONSIDER  THE 
ADEQUACY  IN  NUMBERS  OF  THE  STAFF.  1965  WAS  THE  LAST  COMPLETE 
YEAR  IN  WHICH  WE  HAD  MR.  TROWBRIDGE  AS  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

Inspector.  His  retirement  will  be  followed  by  changes  in  the 

ORGANISATION  AND  THIS  PROMPTS  ME  TO  MAKE  THE  FOREGOING  REMARKS.

Department . 

Pol  I OMYE L I T 1 s  vaccine  is  also  available  for  persons  up  to 
40  years  and  records  of  such  vaccinations  are  requested  by  the 
County  Council  from  practitioners. 
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TuberculosIs  Vaccination.  (B.C.G.) 

This  was  offered  to  the  older  Secondary  School  pupils  as  in 

PREVIOUS  YEARS  AND  THE  CUSTOMARY  HIGH  ACCEPTANCE  RATE  WAS 
MAINTAINED.  OTHER  CHILDREN  MAY  BE  VACCINATED  AT  THE  CHEST 

Clinics  at  the  disrection  of  the  Chest  Physician. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1948.  SECTION  U7  and 

AMENDMENT  ACT  1951. 

In  one  particular  case  the  family  doctor  suggested  that 

APPLICATION  SHOULD  BE  MADE  FOR  A  MAGISTRATE’S  ORDER  FOR  THE 
COMPULSORY  REMOVAL  TO  AN  INSTITUTION  OF  AN  ELDERLY  LADY  AGED  90. 

However,  it  was  found  that  she  could  manage  to  lead  an 

INDEPENDENT  EXISTENCE  WITH  HELP  FROM  FRIENDS  AND  RELATIVES  AND 
STATUTORY  ACTION  WAS  NOT  TAKEN.  A  NUMBER  OF  OTHER  CASES  WERE 
DEALT  WITH  INFORMALLY.

WATER  SUPPIY- 

THE  PIPED  WATER  SUPPLIES  WERE  MOSTLY  SATISFACTORY  IN  QUALITY 
ALTHOUGH  MANY  COMPLAINTS  OF  OVER-CHLOR I  N AT  I  ON  WERE  RECEIVED  IN 
ONE  PARTICULAR  SUPPLY,  THIS  EXCESS  OF  CHLORINE  WAS  DIFFICULT 
TO  ASSESS  AS  THE  EFFECTS  SOON  DISPERSED  BUT  THE  WATER  UNDERTAKERS 
WERE  MOST  CO-OPERATIVE  IN  CONTROLLING  THE  TROUBLE.  RUST 
DISCOLOURATION  WAS  PROMPTLY  ATTENDED  TO  BY  FLUSHING  THE  MAINS 
AND  CHEMICAL  TREATMENT  WAS  APPLIED  TO  THE  MAINS  TO  DEAL  WITH 
SMALL  SHRIMP-LIKE  CREATURES  AFFECTING  CERTAIN  AREAS  'JIN  THE 

Leicester  Water  Department’s  undertaking.
